He wanted the 
government to turn one-fourth of the 
revenue into. the general fund of the 
proyinee, the remaining three-fourths 
to go to the municipality, village, town 
or city in which it wes collected. As 
by far the greater. portion of the re- 
yenue will esme from the cities, the 
farmers would s receive little or no 
Ve Teh IS SV Wordba eat 
improved farms-are practically plated 
beyond the pale of its operations.

Meweta Park Preserved. 

The bill to transfer three acres of 
Mewata Park, Calgary, to the Dominion 
gxovernment for an armory site was de- 
ferted in committee of the whole. It 
should be left to a plebiscite of te 
carried a proviso that the question 
ratepayers of Calgary, Hon. Duncan 
Marshall pointed out that hundreds 
of laboring men might be induced to 
vote for the transfer on the ground 
that they would find employment on 
the construction work.

Regina, Oct. 27—At a meeting cf the 
Canadian council of agricu!.ure held in 
Regina on Friday last, at which repre- 
sentatives of the Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba grain growers’ association 
and United Farmers of Alberta were 
present, it was unanimously decided to 
take steps for a delegation representing 
organized farmers of Canada to pro- 
ceed to Ottawa before or near open- 
ing of the next association of parlia- 
ment, to lay before the government and 
members of the parliament certain re- 
presentations embodied in a series uf 
resolutions dealing with the tariff, co- | 
operative legislation and sample mar- 
ket. 

The resolution dealing with the tariff 
is as follows: 

1—That we urge the purliament of 
Canada to increase, at its first session, 
the British preference to at least 50 
per cent., and to provide for an equal!

Charles Smith, one of the members of 
No. 6 fire hall, returned after the fire 
to tind his clothes and a large sum of 


money whieh they contained, stolen 
from his room, 
Miss Jamieson, cashier for the 


Douglas company, rushed out as soon 
as she noticed the smoke and did not 
return until she felt the building was 
inevitably Jost. When she entered her 
rooms she found someone in her ab- 
sence had rifled her belongings and 
stolen a sum of money amounting to 
between $600 and $700 which she de- 
clared represented a Hfe's savings. 

As to the cause of the fire itself, the 
janitor distinctly stated that when he 
left the building at 11 o'clock all was 
in good order and that the furnace was 
eold, the fire haying been allowed to 
go out the night before, 

The fire was as spectacular as it 
was disastrous and attracted a record 
crowd whieh soon became too large 
for the loreal police to handle. A hurry 
call wis synt oyer to the north sida 
and soon @ > motor ear toad of police 
arrived who immediately began to rope 
off the affeeted area, Ali during the

Asquith 


Opposes Proposed 


Canterence on Home Rule 


Unhesitatingly Declares His Intention to Establish Home Rule 
in Ireland in Accordance With His Promise—Will Use 
Armed Force to Carry Law Into Effect if Necessary. 


(By Western Associated Special Cable) 

Ladybank, Scotland, Oct, 27.—-Pre- 
mier Asquith, straight from the recent 
meetings of the cabinet, gave to the 
country last night the eagerly awaited 
decision of the government on the 
Irish problem which recently has be- 
come befogged by various proposals 
for conferences of the politieal parties 
and by divergent utterances of the dif- 
ferent members of the cabinet. 

Mr. Asquith came out uncompromis- 
{ngly against the suggested formal 
round table conference, but betrayed a 
leaninig toward a compromise on the 
lines. suggested by the first lord of the 
admiralty, Winston Spencer Churchill, 
namely, leaving the northwest corner 
of Ulster to remain under the im- 
perial parliament for a limited period.

Proposals, 
however, for the exclusion of Ulster 
had been ayowedly put forward, not as 
a help towards the solution of the 
problem of Irish self-government, but 
with the most uncompromising declar- 
ation that thelr acceptance would not 
diminish hostility to the principles of 
the bill. 

He would be glad to be authoritatively 
informed that that was no longer the 
case. There was two obvious reasons 
why all patriotic men should desire a 
settlement by consent. In the first 
place there was the supreme !mport- 
ance of the future well being of Ireland. 
The new scheme had not started with 
apparent triumph in one section, how- 
ever preponderant its numbers, nor 
with apparent humiliation in another 
section. He firmly belleved that the 
ties binding Irishmen would proye more 
durable and effective than thelr deffer- 
ences if the unifying process were given 
a fair chance of success. It was worth 
paying even a considerable price ta se- 
cure the absenco of ill will and the pos- 
sibility of co-operation. 

Then the second reason was, what- 
ever was done should be recorded by 
all parties as resting upon a solld 
foundation and capable of future do- 
velopment beyond the risks of party vi- 
cissitudns, Ireland had too long been 
the cockpit of British politics (cheers). 
Proposals, however, made in perfectly 
good faith and good will, for a formal 
conference of the party leaders, did not 
appear to him to be practically help- 
ful. A conference with defined limits 
would be almost certainly abortive and 
would probably leave matters worse; 
nor was a conference necessary if there 
was a genuine disposition in all quar- 
ters, by an interchange of suggestions, 
free and frank, without prejudice, <o 
contribute to the common stock. 


“I invite that interchange,’ added 
Mr. Asquith, “Both I and my collea- 
gues are ready to take part in~ It 


(cheers). We should not depart, how- 
ever, from the root and principle of the 
bill, a subordinate Irish parllament at 
Dublin with an executive responsible 
for it. (cheers), In the second place, 
nothing must be done to erect a per- 
manent barrier to Irish unity, Thirdly, 
while the importance of extension of 
devolution to the United Kingdom is 
fully realized, the claim of Ireland is 
prior in point of urgency, 

J myself am sanguine enough to be- 
lieve that the difficulties ought not to 
be beyond the resources of statesman 
ship. One thing is certain, we are not 
going to he false to the trust which the 
vast majorit of the Irish people have re 
posed in us (cheers). We ure not going 
to hetray their cause, We are bound 
to prosecute their purpose and ours to 
a successful issue, not only by obliga- 
tions of loyalty but by profound con- 
yietion that it has behind it the syrn- 
pathies of the British democracy at 
home and throughout the Empire; that 
it carries with it the best and only 
enduring prospect of a happy and 
prosperous future, for ireland and Great 
Britain’ (loud and prolonged cheering). 


No Surrender

will be unacceptable to them. This 
must greatly strengthen the hands of 
Redmond in his “no surrender’ policy.

WINNIPEG RIVER 


Winnipeg Street Railway Se- 
cures Lease for Long 
Term, 


Ottawa, Oct. 27.--The control of the 
great falls, on the Winnipeg River, has 
passed into the hands of the Winnipeg 
Electric Railway. The lease held by 
Robert Muir, which expires next month, 
has been transferred with Mr. Muir's 
consent to Sir William Whyte, and the 
Winnipeg Flectric Railway. Particu- 
lars of the transfer were obtained last 
night from Dr. Roche. The lease is for 
a period of 21 years, renewable for 
three further similar periods or alto- 
gether for 84 years. The government 
will control the rates to be charged to 
the consumer and the rental will be 
reconsidered at every renewal, The 
government further reserves the right 
at the end of each period or at the con- 
clusion of the 84 yeurs to buy back tne 
development. 

The scheme contemplates the con- 
centration of the various falls of the 
river at three points, where 75,000 horse 
power can be developed, These three 
points are Pine Falls, Great Malls, and 
MacArthur Falls.

LLOYD GEORGE HANDICAPPED 
BY CENTURIES OF TRADiTION. 

The drain of Canadian emigration is given as the primary 
cause of the Lloyd George land policy through which it is 
proposed to nationalize the unworked land of the United 
Kingdom and put it in the hands of those who will use it. 
Britain for more than half a century has been guided by the 
false sentiment that the country was improved by shipping 
out of it thousands and hundreds of thousands of its popula- 
tion, Canada has been guided by the belief that population 
is valuable and has offered inducements in land. Britain has 
come round now to this belief and is attempting to offer the 
same inducements to keep its population at home. Canada, 
to offer the inducement, has merely to open up its unused 
crown lands to settlement. Great Britain has to take the un- 
used lands from private individuals and make them crown 
lands. Canada, if it had no other land open to the settler, 
might expropriate the holdings of the C. P. R., the Hudson 
Bay or any other of the big land proprietors and offer the same 
to settlers on terms without violating any very deep-seated 
‘tradition of the Canadian people, because the Canadian people 
are used to the idea of the settlement of unused lands. — In 
Great Britain Lloyd George is handicapped by the tradition 
of centuries, and his proposai to put to use lands heretofore 
held out of use in baronial estates is classified as a revolution.

INVASION OF MEXICO. 

When President Wilson and Secretary Bryan gave Huerta 
an extension of time it was upon the condition that he should 
hold an election for the purpose of establishing a constitutional 
eovernment in Mexico, and that he (Huerta) should observe 
the Mexican constitutional law which prohibits a president 
succeeding himself.

Married 24 Yoars Ago. 

King Constantine and Queen Sophia of 
Greece will celebrate today the 24 anni- 
) Yersary of their wedding, which was cele- 
| brated With great- pomp and display. in 
Athens on Oet, 27, 1889. The Queen is 
{2 sister of the Emperor of Germany, who 
Was, among those present at the ceremony 
jin the ancient Greek capital, Members 
of the royal families of every court of 
Europe were there to congratulate — the 
bride and bridegroom, King Constantine's 
| father, the late King George 1,, was a 
brother of King Frederick VIII, of Denmark 
Dowager Queen Alexandra of Great Britain 
and the Dowager Empress of Russia, and 
uncle of King Haaken VII, of Norway,’ The 
King’s mother was the Grand Duteches Olga 
of Russia, the daughter of a granduncle 
of the present Emperor, Queen. Sophia 
i {1g a cousin of the Duchess of Connaught, 
wife of the Governor-General of Canada, 
She is a granddaughter of the late Queen 
Victoria, 

Soon after her marriage the Princess 
Sophia renounced her Latheran religion and 
‘became a Greek Catholic, thereby deeply 
offending her brother, For years. the 
| Kalser refused to have anything to do with 
the Greck royal family, but eventually 
Sophla overcame Its prejudices, and there- 
after spent much of her time in Germany. 
This displeased the Greeks, bul Sophia's 
herole work among the wounded in- the 
recent war restored her to popular favor, 

The marlage of Constantine and Sophia 
94 yeas ago today was highly pleasing *o 
the Greeks, since there was an ancient 
tradition that “When a royal Constantine 
weds a Princess Sophla thelr son shall 
relgn in Constantinople,’ The disastrous 
war with Turkey tn 1897, which Constan- 


tine had vainly sought to avert, made the 
Crown Prince very unpopular, as he was 
disastrously defeated’ in the field, The 
Officers turned their backs on Constantine, 
and he was hooted and Jjeered by the 
people, Again In 1909, when Constantine 
opposed the annexation of Crete, he was 
subjected to insults, and determined to 
abandon his rights to ‘the throne and shake 
the dust of Greece from his feet, — He had 
already prepared for the removal of hls 
belongings from Athens to St, Petersburg, 
and had accepted a command fn the Russian 
army, when the Nattonal Assembly called 
him back. Wild acclaim greeted his re- 
turn, and he was restored to tho command 
of thé army. In the recent war Constan- 
tine showed himself a brave and able 
general, and since his accession to the 
throne upon tho trégic death of King 
George he has manifested great ability as 
a diplomat, Greece shared far better 
than the other allies in tho distribution of 
the spolls of victory, and her bonndarles 
have been extended much nearer 
Constantinople, that goal of conturios, than 
they were before,

Hon Duncan Marshall Lays 
Interim Statement on Table 
of House, 


THOROUGH WORK BEING 
DONE REGARDING WEEDS 


Game is-Steadilv Increasing 
and Also Violations — of 
Game Laws—New Brand 
Book in Preparation, 


Hon, Duncan Marshall, minister of 
agriculture, laid on the table of the 
house an interim report covering the 
work of the department for the pre- 
sent years He explained that it was 
impossible to present a: full report as 
a great. many of the statistical tables 
could not be completed until the end 
of the year, : 

The report shows that a few changes 
have been made in the supervision of 
the work of the live stock commission- 
er in that all of the ordinances con- 
nected with Hve stock had been group- 
ed under the direction and supervision 
of the live stock commissioner. 

In the same way, the crop statistics 
and the vital statistics, both of which 
have been handled in the general of- 
fice, have been re-grouped, the first 
under the publicity commissioner, and 
the second under the public health 
branch. 

The report shows an increase in the 
number of weed inspectors employed 
and the reduction in the area covered 
by each. In addition to this, all the 
newly formed rural municipalities had 
inspectors covering their districts. On 
account of a larger area being under 
summer fallow, there is quite a reduc- 
tion in the number of weeds, especial- 
ly in the amount of tumbling mustard, 
Russian thistle, Canada thistle and 
stinkweed all show a tendency to In- 
crease, An interesting feature in con- 
nection with the weed work is the fact 
that the increase in live stock means 
greater weed destruction, This 1s es- 
pecially true where sheep are being 
kept: Under the act there were 57 
prosecutions this year as compared 
with 27 the previous year. 

The report of the game and fire 
guardian shows that game is steadily 
increasing, that there were more vio- 
Intions of the game act, and that the 
revenue derived from game is steadily 
increasing. Very few prairie fires were 
reported this spring. 

The poultry superintendent reports 
a demand for eggs for hatching far be- 
yond .the. possibilities of the poultry 
plant. In fact, it was impossible; to 
supply more than one-half the eggs 
asked for. This branch made a new 
departure this year in supplying one- 
day-old chicks. The demand for these 
again was far beyond the possibilities 
of the plant, but those sent out did 
well, and it looks as though this would 
be much the better way of distributing 
the product of the ponltry plant. The 
demand for all kinds of stock has been 
very great, and what the poultry plant 
could not supply the officers attempt- 
ed to secure from private breeders. 
A bulletin was issued on co-operative 
marketing of eggs, and an effort made 
to ret this work started in the pro- 
vines, 

The recorder of brands reports the 
usual transactions of the brand office, 
and that a new brand book is in course 
of preparation. 

The superintendent of fairs and in- 
stitutes reports a very active campaign 
in educational work. Nine short course 
schools of one week's duration each 
were held last winter and over $25,- 
000 worth of the best stock in the pro- 
vince was carried from school to 
school for instruction purposes, Every 
school was a success. This work has 
been greatly appreciated by the far- 
mers and no doubt has made good 
foundation work for the schools of ag- 
riculture. In addition to this, institute 
meetings were held in various parts of 
the province, official judges supplied to 
the poultry shows, the spring stallion 
shows, seed fairs, and the summer 
fairs, as well as the judging of stand- 
ing fields of grain, 

The report of the live stock commis- 
sioner shows that the railroad com- 
panies have voluntarily accepted the 
regulations governing the shipping of 
live stock prepared by the department 
and presented to the board of railway 
commissioners some three years ago. 
These regulations set out elearly the 
rights of shippers and suggest reme- 
dies in cases of hardships. It is a 
distinct “feather In the cap" of the 
department to have its efforts In this 
behalf so singularly recognized, 

The live stock commissioner also 


started a new line of educational work, 
that of curing meat. Meetings were 
held at seven different places and 
demonstrations given of Killing, cut- 
ting and curing the meat. This. work 
was taken right to the farms and 
greatly appreciated. The report also 
shows that there Is a great increase in 
hog growing, and some day it will Hke- 
ly become the leading industry in the 
province, Bulletins were also issued 
on the housing and handling of hogs, 
which have becn in great demand, 

The report of the bacterlological Ia- 
boratory shows that examinations 
were made for 248 cases of tuberculos- 
is, 889 for diphtheria, and 94 for typh- 
oid fever. In all, 85 examinations of 
milk were made, In all, 453 examina- 
tions of water. In addition, numerous 
examinations of a medico-lezal nature 
wero undertaken for the attorney-gen- 
eral's department. ey 

Tho publicity commissioner's report 
shows a keen demand for land and par- 
ticulars about the natural resources 
of this province. During the year an 
effort was made to secure help for 
farmers, and a special delegation sent 
to Scotland to Interest farm laborers, 
This work has met with considerable 
success during the summer, ‘ard the 
publicity officer at Winnipeg made ar- 
rangements for sending 5,000 harvyest-

He objected to the idea of a federal 
parliament in which they would have 
one for every 48 representatives. Aus- 
tralia had declined to share in the sup- 
port of the imperial navy because this 
introduced the federal idea. Botha's 
policy was imperialism, good or bad. 
Canada and Australia opposed imper- 
jalism because it conflicted with the 
nationalities, Botha had objected to 
his assertion made at Smithfield, that 
he (Botha) was not a minister of the 
empire, where was the empire of which 
Botha was premier? He was premier 
of South Africa. 

Referring to the naval question, Her- 
zor criticized the government for con- 
ferring with the mother country on the 
subject of defense. That was like 
saying “you gave us responsible gov- 
ernment, but we are incapable of us- 
ing it!’ He read an extract from a 
Canadian paper amid cheers, showing 
that there was a strong feeling that 
Canada should be considered first and 
foremost.

No official announcement was made 
last night, but it was unoflicially esti- 
mated, judging from the results in the 
capital, where it was expected the vote 
would be up to the average, that less 
than 10,000 of the 80,000 eligible voters 
in the republic went to the polls. There 
are said to be more than 3,000,000 
eligible voters in the — repnbiic. It 
would be no surprise if congress, the 
members. of which also were voted for 
yesterday, declared the elections yoid 
when that body ts organized and re- 
yises the returns.

The. polling places, of which there 
were said te be 928, averaging one to 
a city block, were locuted in the 
entrance of buildings generally, but in 
some instances were set up on the 
sidewatks or the corners of the pab- 
lie suares.

VERY SUDDENLY 
BES PRESEN 


Former Secretary of Governor 
Bulyea Succombs to Heart 
Disease, 


WAS ALONE WITH BRIDE 
OF TWO MONTHS AT TIME 


Was Secretary to Governor 
from 1905 Until Six Months 
Ago—Was Brother of Mrs, 
Bulyea, 


With no one with him but his bride 
of two months, G, H, Babbit, former see - 
retary to Lieutenant-Governor Bulyea, and 
a brother of Mrs, Bulyea, died very unex- 
pectedly at seven/o'clock yesterday morning 
in his apartment In the Arlington, 

Mr, Babbit was known to have beep 
afflicted with heart trouble, which had 
become more aggravate of late, Dut ft 
was not thought to have assumed sueh a 
serious nature, He was at his work In 
the parliament bullding as usual all of last 
week, and was on the streets. down town 
late Saturday. He complatned of consider- 
able pain Saturday night and hls physician, 
Dr, MeGibbon, was called In at 10 o'clock, 
The doctor left him feeling better, and it 
was thought that hfs condition was no 
graver than usual, The final attack which 
brought on his death came so suddenly 
that Mrs, Babbit was unable to secure 
assistance before he died, 

Mr, and Mrs, Babbitt were married fn 
Yoronto during the latter part of August 
and came at once to Edmonton, Mrs, Bab- 
bitt was Miss Isabelle Jenny of Toronto, 

Mr, Babbit came to Edmonton In 1905 
to assume the dutles of secretary to 
Lieutenant-Governor Bulyea, a position 
which he retained until six months ago, 
when he resigned to accept the position of 
chief clerk in the new insurance depart- 
ment created by Ue last legislature, 

Mr, Babbit was 54 years of age, He 
was born in New Brunswick, where he 
spent the eariler part of bis life. Prior 
to coming to Edmonton he had spent sev- 
eral years In the ratlroad business in New 
Jersey, He leaves two sisters, Mrs, Gover- 
nor Bulyea and Miss Pearl Babbitt of 
Montreal, 

The new Government house tn Glenora 
will be saddened early in its history by 
the funeral, which will be held from there 
tomorrow afternoon at two o'clock, Burial 
will be In Edmonton cemetery, 


FIRE INSURANCE 
RATES REDUCED 


Extra Charge on Rates Made 
When Water Pressure Low 
Has Been Removed, 


Secretary Fisher of tho board of trade
